Claims 5-8 and 14-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the 
reply filed on 08/25/05. 

The rejection of claims 1 , 3, 4 and 9-13 over Moon et al (U.S. Pub. No. 
2003/0081 155) is withdrawn in view of the amendments to independent claims 1 
and 9. Moon et al do disclose the feature "the metal pattern completely overlaps 
the UV-hardening sealant", not the feature "the metal pattern is formed at four 
edges of the first substrate". 

The rejection of claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. 112 is withdrawn in view of the 
amendment to the claim. 

With respect to Applicant's remarks regarding the rejection of claim 2 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, original claim 2 recites "the metal of the same material as 
the gate line" and was rejected together with claim 1 1 (claim 1 1 recites "the metal 
pattern is formed of the same material as the gate line") over the prior art. Claim 
2 was amended on 08/07/2006 to recite "the metal is formed on the same 
material as the gate line" while claim 1 1 had been unamended. The rejection of 
claim 1 1 over the prior art stands while amended claim 2 was rejected only under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12 due to its unclear intended scope. Lastly, it is agreed with 
Applicant's remarks that " A second or any subsequent action on the merits in 
any application or patent involved in reexamination proceedings should not made 
final if it includes a rejection, on prior art not of record, of any claim amended to 
include limitations which should reasonably have been expected to be claimed". 
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The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the recited 
feature "wherein the metal pattern completely overlaps the UV-hardening sealant 
and is formed at four edges of the first substrate" of claims 1 and 9 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.

Correction of the following is required: the specification does not 
disclose the feature "wherein the metal pattern completely overlaps the UV- 
hardening sealant and is formed at four edges of the first substrate", as recited in 
claims 1 and 9. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 and 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a 
way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
invention(s), at the time application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Nowhere in the original specification and the drawings does it disclose 
an IPS mode LCD device wherein "the metal pattern completely overlaps the UV- 
hardening sealant and is formed at four edges of the first substrate", as now 
recited in claims 1 and 9. Claims 2-4 and 10-13 are also rejected since they 
depend on claims 1 and 9. 

With respect to Applicant's remarks regarding support for the amendments 
to claims 1 and 9, the examiner could not find the support at paragraphs [0054] 
and [0055] of pages 14-15 and Figure 9, as stated by Applicant. 
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Claims 1-4 and 9-13 will be allowed over the prior art of record if the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is overcome. 

Applicant's arguments filed on 11/22/2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive for the above-mentioned reasons. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See 
MPEP 706.07(a).
